These points practically

marize the order Issued yesterday 
by Dr) King, th u s removing the 
general restrictions 
that 
have 
been in force fo r more than nine 
weeks past. 
In making th e 
announcement 
yesterday Dr. K in g said: 
“ Gen­ 
eral health conditions have so im­ 
proved that it is the opinion of 
local health authorities, corrob­ 
orated by state authorities, that 
local conditions now perm it the 
removal of the restrictions which 
have been in effect for a number 
of weeks past. 
Picture theatres 
and billiard room s may begin op­ 
erations again Thursday, church 
services can be held Sunday and 
the schools will be permitted t i 
reopen Jan. 2. 
Request is Made. 


“ While the restrictions are thus 
taken off and th e ban on public 
gatherings rem oved, it is the re­ 
quest of the h e a lth departm ent 
th a t people re fra in from dances, 
card parties, sew ings and other 
social gatherings for the present. 
It is very desirable that it shall 
not become necessary 
to 
again 
place the health restrictions and 
the authorities feel that the peo­ 
ple can aid in th is matter by giv­ 
ing voluntary observance of this 
request. 
“ It is a requirem ent th a t any 
person 
found 
coughing 
in 
a 
church, moving picture theatre or 
any other public gathering shall 
be removed. 
T h is is a require­ 
m ent and the failure to observe

The rules la id down by the 
city health officer are as follows: 
Persons in ch arg e of churches, 
moving picture shows and all oth­ 
er public gatherings, which have 
been closed to date, will be re­ 
quired to rem ove any person in 
any audience w h o is found to be 
coughing. 
If such persons are 
allowed to re m a in in any public 
gathering, that place will abso­ 
lutely and positively 
be 
closed, 
and kept closed until influenza 
has entirely disappeared. 
Merchants a re requested to pre­ 
vent all unnecessary congregating 
in their stores, a n d 
t o require 
patrons to m ove on 
after 
pur­ 
chases are m ade. 
People who have influenza in 
their houses a n d where people are 
still coughing although apparent­ 
ly recovered, a r e expected to re­ 
main at home w ith the single ex­ 
ception of the breadwinner.

they are found to attend public

You may think it strange that
